degree of maturity than with us,

sevil, to inflict upon mankind a lullei measuie 
i calamity. 
U is so emphatically in iejrard to 


ducation. 
Wr. have the seeds of the s.iin~e evils 


and of the same benefit*, which Ihere have ger- 
minated, and been matured, nnd are now bear- 
nitj luxuriant harve^s of misery or of blessings. 
We shall do well, then, lo look at then coursej 
both for things to copy and things to avoid , be- 
cause rcaspji cannot predict anything KI certain, 
ly from its apparent natuial tuudencies, as expe- 
rience dL'iiionstrates it in its practical lesults. 


Where government has riot ostiblished any 


system ot c>ducation,the whole subject, of course 
is left lo individual enterprise. 
In such cases, a 


few men,—always a small minority,—who a'p- 
pieciate the value of knowledge, \\iil establnh 
schools suited lo their own wants. 
The majori- 


ty will I e lell without iiny adequate means of 
instruction, and hence the" mass will grow up m 
ignorance. Here the foundation of the greatest 
social inequalities is laid.

inequality is once established, its tendency is to 
go i o increasing and redoubling from generation 
lo generation.
